CHICAGO, May 3—There was a small 


fire in the Casino, but it was sufficient to 
offord-ji few thousand people the oppor 
tunity which may never come again of 
witnessing the exposition's (Ire extinguish- 
ing system in operation. When the alarm 
of fire was given the horse reels and en- 
gines dashed out of the stations towards 
the Casino, from which volumes of smoke 
were seen to Issue and roll towards the 
lake. The fire tugs lying In the adjoining 
lagoons at once steamed at full speed to 
the scene of smoke and the crew got ready 
to throw water from lake and lagoon into 
the place. All the available guards were 
summoned to the Casino and acted in 
the capacity of police as well as firemen 
for a brief time

|clang ot the fire gocgs or saw ihe smoke, 
started on a combuied rush to the 
point of danger! Even official* from the 
Administration got excited and dashed out 
of their offices minus overcoats, and up- 
stairs the national commission suspended 
business for a few minutes to ascertain the 
extent of the flre All the avenues tn the 
grand court leading to the Casino were 
crowded with people until they were told 
the flre was out or saw the engines and 
guards returning.
